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THE RAILROADS LOSE A ROUND 
Mnglc Valley will be interested In know- 
ing that Rep. Henry' C. Dworahalc ol Idalio 
was among those In conurcss who strenuously 
opposed and assisted In the defeat of a bill 
to amend the transportation act ol 1Q40, 
which would have made It possible for land 
grarit rallroada to charge the govcrnnicnl 
full rates tor transporlaiJon of mJlIlary equip- 
ment and personnel, without any reciprocal 
action whereby the raltroads' would have re- 
conveyed to the government many mlJllons 
ol acres of land, title to which was, acquired 
under the land grant acts.- 

Threc quarters of a century ago, when much 
or the Unlte^l States was being pioneered, 
the government, by extensive grants of land, 
made it possible for railroads to be developed 
throughout the countty. in return for such 
grants, the railroads agreed to ,mah:c rate 
concessions on all government transporta- 
• lion. 

The total omount or land finally given to 
these rallroadd was approximately 130,000,000 
acres. The general plan was to convey to 
these railroads, alternate sections on each 
side of their lines for specified distances to 
aid in financing their construction. Total 
icngth of such railroads was 21,500 miles. 

So much -confusion resulted from rules 
applying to the different land grant rail- 
roads In the way of reduced rates for gov- 
ernment traffic, that congress. In 1802, tried 
to establish some coordination by providing 
that government shipments would be charged 
at no more than 60 per cent of regular com- 
mercial rates. 

In recent years, with government traffic 
reaching tremendous proportions, the' rail- 
roads have contended their .rate concessions 
■have mote than paid for all the land they 
were given originally. As o result, the trans- 
portation act of 1S40 limited the SO per cent 
reduced rate ao It applies only to military 
■ond naval transportation of freight and per- 
sonnel. ' " _ 

Now that they are burdened with a great 
volume of wartime traffic, the railroads seek 
to have even this provision revoked ao they 
may charge the govcmriient full commercial 
rates. 

Congressmen opposing any such final con- 
cession argued that the railroads were ex- 
pecUng a one-sided deal. Inasmuch oa the 
companies made no counter offer of giving 
back to the government the millions of land 
grant acres to which they still hold title. 

Another objection was that these private- 
ly owned alternate sections — mtfny of which 
He In rich timber and mineral areas — handi- 
cap greatly the administration of the Inter- 
mcdlato sections under government' super- 
vision. 

Now Is no time. It was argued further, for 
the government to pay approximately S125,- 
OOO.OOO In extra freight charges annually by 
such a concession particularly when the rail- 
roads arc doing the greatest business In' their 
history. 

Those who succeeded In defeating the 
measure^ Congressman Dworshak Included, 
presented^'what seems to be sound logic. In 
contending that no such concession should 
■be given the railroads unless these companies 
arc willing to relinquish all their land grant 
property with the exception of that previously 
sold, used for rlght-ot-ways, or upon which 
they have made Improvements. 

Answering an argument ttiat a discontinu- 
ance of the 50 per cent reduction would per- 
mit the railroads to reduce charges on com- 
mercial freight, one congressman cited the 
fallacy of any such supposition as follows: 

"When Texas came Into the union the state 
retained Its public lands. Texas gave 32,000,- 
000 acres of public land .... in addition to the 
130,000.000 the government gave. We made 
this grant to railroads to build roads within 
the state of Texas, and we made no provision 
such as the federal government had the fore- 
sight to include. We required no agreement 
for a reduction In rates. If It Is a fact . . . that 
you could get lower freight rates If the rail- 
roads did not have to give the government 
the advantage of reduced rates, why does 
not Texas have the lowest rate In the union? 
The facta are that Texas has the highest 
freight rates In the union even after having 
given 32,000,000 acres of public land to get 
those railroads."

Travel U going to be cut down 
on the railroads. 

Yet we are pouring jasollno back 
Into Uic oil wells, and are latUng 
U run off on tho ground. Wo are 
plUng up surplus coal. Wo have a 
country splder-wobbed with raU- 
roads and good motor roads. Wo 
have aU of tho bulc ncceialUes to 
provide adequate trarsportaUon for 
the country. But ws are going to 
be worse off than they are In Brit- 
ain before thta li over because we 
did not plan far enough ahead. 
' We haggled over wheUier to ex- 
pand steel capacity, and now can't 
bulltl both ships and railroad cars 
becausn there isnl enotijh steel. Yea 
can fill out tho rest of thU itcry 
as well as I can. WB all know. now 
how sound o-steep we were two years 
ago and one year ago. 

Tlie same sort ot Uilng U going 
lo happen to us In eeoaomlc mat- 
ters that has happened lo us In in- 
dustrial matters unlets we use more 
ImaglnaUon and foreslltiL 



Talk of a possible rubber eliortago 
abilnded acodemlc In 1B40. when 
some were beginning lo be alarmed 
at Uie danger. And talk ot un- 
controlled Inflation sounds equally 
academic now. But surplus pur- 
ehn.slng power Is flowing out all 
over the counlry. 11 isn't academic. 

Benator George ond Rep. Gore 
know what Is coming unless we take 
some such drasUo steps as they 
suggest to compel war savings. Somo 
others high In the government know 
It as well ns Uiey do. But they 
hesitate to speak out. Some of 
them can't speak out without cross- 
ing up Uie Prealdent, and tho Preal- 
denl wants to allow public sentiment 
to build up more before ho begins 
to play wlUi the bitter dose. 

There isn't a man in congrcM who, 
If he knows what la going on, doesn't 
know Uiat sooner or later a drasUc 
move must bo taken. WlUi at lea.it 
35 billion dollars more of spending 
money and al least 15 billion, dollara 
less In goods to buy, the problem < 
stales Itself. 

Exccia money must bo scooped up.
